Brazil has two o ppo rtu nities

with the Am erican ru bber sho rtage. One is an 
imn.ediate su pply o f ru bber. The o ther is the 
lo ng distance su pply, perhaps taking the place 
o f Malaya. 
Ru bber trees take abo u t seven years to de­ 
velo p to tne po int w here they can be tapped 
co mmercially. And no m atter ho w' many ru bber 
trees arc planted immediately in Brazil no thing 
can be do ne to m ake them gro w faster and su p­ 
ply the American ru bber dem and any qu icker. 
Ho wever, Brazil has o ne great asset w’hich 
no o ther co u ntry in the wo rld can su pply. It has 
a trem endo u s tro pical fo rest o f ru bber trees, 
gro wing wild, requ iring no cu ltivatio n, w’hich 
can be tapped immediately. 
I h e wild ru bber trees o f the Amazo n are 
e.'itiniated at between ten and tw enty millio n. 
Mo st o f them have no t been tapped since the 
days o f Brazil’s ancient ru bber bo o m. The chief 
pro blem, therefo re is labo r. W hat Brazil needs 
to tap this vast ru bber fo rest is an army o f 
wmrkmen able to withstand m alaria and 
the 
fevers o f the ju ngle. 
U. S. ex perts are no w discu ssing this pro b­ 
lem with Brazilian o fficials. Bu t they seem in 
no great hu rry. At first it w’as su ggested that 
American labo r might be 
impo rted. 
Brazil, 
ho wex er, has immigratio n laws w’hich might be 
a barrier, and there is so me qu estio n regarding 
the u se o f American w’o rkm en fo r ju ngle labo r. 
No Ru bber Su rplu s 
Despite the red tape o f Washingto n and Rio , 
ho w’ever, the fact remains that this is the o nly 
im m ediate large scale so u rce o f native ru bber. 
And ex ’cn thi.s w’ill no t be to o large a su pply. 
Pro du cers o f gu ayu le ru bber in Mex ico and Cal­ 
ifo rnia have ex pre^.-ed fear o f Brazilian ru bber. 
Ho wcx ’er, the mo .-t Brazil can pro du ce fro m wild 
ru bber trees w’ill be 60,O0U to ns annu ally— co m­ 
pared with o u r annu al ru bber co nsu mptio n o f 
600.000 to ns. 
Co ngressmen 
spo n.-o ring 
legislatio n 
fo r 
gu ayu le ru bber in o u r So u thw’e.st say the pro ­ 
po sed new plantatio ns canno t pro du ce fo r five 
year.-, and then will yield o nly 
7 5,000 to ns a n ­

Hy steria.’

Acts 16;]9 -21. “But when her masters saw’ that the ho p e 
o f their gain w'as go ne, they laid ho ld o n Paul and Silas . . . And 
wiien they had bro ught them unto the magisti'ales, th e y’ said. 
‘These men, being Jews, do exceedingly tro uble o ur citv, and 
set fo rth custo ms which it is no t law ful fo r us to reco ix e, o r 
o bserve, being Ro mans'.” 
The sto ry behind th;s tc.xt is that o f a girl xvho .se p o xx’crs 
o f dix inatio n made mo ney fo r her Ro man o xvnei's in the e xer­ 
cising o f her o ccult p o wers. Paul and Silas, Christian ex'an- 
gelists sto p p ed this injustice against the girl and the actio n de­ 
scribed in o ur text fo llo wed. 
\\ hen their ho p e o f gain had been dep rix cd them, they 
laid ho ld o n Paul and Silas. These Christian gentlemen were 
taken befo re the magi.-trate and accused. Accu.-ed o f xvhat? First 
they xvere accused o f being Jexvs xvhich o bx io usly co uld no t be 
denied! Seco nd, they xvere accused o f tro ubling the city. Neither 
co uld this be denied! Third they set fo rth custo ms xxhich the 
accusers had ruled o ut in p revio us enactm ent o f laws fo r them ­ 
selves. 
The seco nd accusatio ns is the usual o ne made against re­ 
ligio n when religio n disturbs the status quo . “Yo u are tro ubling 
o ur city! ’ Yo u haxe gix'en us a black eye. Yo u are aro using the 
p eo p le and creating ill xvill. Ye>, these cix'ic-minded so uls xvho 
had taken Paul and Silas into custo dy xvere co mp laining abo ut 
“tro ubling the city” which co mp laint very uniquely co x ered up 
their o wn graft! 
It so unds so much like the “Cap ital o f last year” that 
co mp lained against the “Unio ns o f la.^t year.” The unio ns tro ubled 
the natio n. They xvere unp atrio tic. I'hey had leaders xvho xvere 
sabateurs! But no w in the enlightening year o f 19 42 (acco rding 
to Senato r T rum an's rep o rt) xve find that this p atrio tic ferx’o r 
was really a co xer-up fo r Cap isalisiic graft and inefficiency. 
Ho wex er, xve need to add that the selfishness o f neither gro up 
ap p ro xim ates in this instance disallo xvs their being co mp ared 
with Paul and Silas.

Americans might very well rem em ber that the terms 
“Yello w” and ‘‘Yello w S kin” ap p ly no t o nlx’ to the Jap anese but 
also to o ur Allies the Chinese. But xvhat is xvo rse, such hatred 
breeds ill xvill against all races. It is well to rem em ber that this is 
no t a w’ar to extinguish “races,” but to establish the “ fo ur free­ 
do ms. 
The third accusatio n is that Paul and Silas xvere lixing 
under Jewish law and the accusers xvere Ro man laxv and cus­ 
to m. Such accusatio ns are made in America to day. “ T hey” are 
un-A m erican and we are Americans. Just because a man takes 
unto himself an American Flag and a Red Cro ss butto n is no 
sign that he is mo re American than the man who do es no t use 
this dram atic p ro gram. In truth, he may be much less o f an 
American. He may be so un-A m erican as to beliexe that he alo ne 
is cap able o f using Free Sp eech, and thus dep rix’e ano ther o f the 
xery thing he is defending 
The real tro uble abo ut xvhich Paul and Silas were co n­ 
cerned xvas the healing o f a girl, who because she was kep t sick, 
made mo ney fo r her cap to rs. Real Americans will be bo th o f 
tho se silent and no isy so uls, who , desp ite silence o r no ise, xvill 
do their task to make their co untry xvhat Go d xvo uld hax'e it be.. 
These Americans xvill nex’cr allo xx’ truth to be stifled. They xvill

He refer­ 
red to a quotation from Charles 
Beard, “After the revolutionary 
war our forefathers were search­ 
ing for the ways and means to 
insure the perpetuity of nations 
so concerned.” 
Dr. Carpenter said there are 
three fundamental ways to per­ 
petuate democracy, 1st religion, 
2nd morality, and 3rd k nowledge, 
and he explained that there is a 
difference between k nowledge and 
he explained that there is a dif­ 
ference between k nowledge and 
education. 
The problems of education

brought 
out, 
should 
have ' the
